MONTREAL, June 26—(CP)—A 
husband who listed a $5,000 gift to 
his wife in their marriage contract

The court replied the lack of time 
limit merely m Mrs. Gibson 
could collect whenever she wanted 
and the lack of money at the time 
was entirely irrelevant.

RED DEER, June #.-A claim 
against the superintendent of tn 
surance in a contested action re 
sulted In damages amounting to
